Elavla;^ liiiie-mid-sock iimoQo; trees or 
uiliUngs, but it is soldom that it takes 
a tlotioa to skip into a hotel corridor 
and bavo lots of fun chuaiu;^ the giio.st.s 
around, as it did iit tho Southorn laat 
nio;liL Tho.so per.sons who wore iiwuku 
will remember n particiiliirly loud iiud 
startling Ihunder-cinp .shortly after llio 
storm bogaa. Just at this tiiuo most 
of tlie guests at the Southorn had re- 
tired, and tho last froquontor was think- 
ing soriouHly of home, but some half- 
dozen gQuLlcmon wero still sitting in a 
proiip near tho cigar-stand, discussing 
politics, and the few employoa on duty 
war* lolling around, preparing to paaa 
the night us easily as possible. Tho 
group of gentlemen wore facing oast, 
and near Dy one of the bell-boys was 
standing. SutUlonly there was an ex- 
clamation ol surprise, and each mau 
started and shrunk l)ack as if ho had 
received a powerful eloctric sliock, 
wliilo the bell-boy throw Ins hands to 
bis face, ataggered, and nearly fell. 

"Did you see thatP' ' came from near- 
ly every member of tho group In a 
breath. A ball of brilliant and livid 
blue light had shot tlirough the open 
doorway ol tlio Fourlli .street entrance 
of the hotel, ami passing along tho 
oolling suddenly dropped at right angles 
to the floor and disappoured. As tho 
ball of light struck tho floor tiiere was 
a Bbarp ring as if a pieou of metal had 
Btrncli the ilagslones, which was follow- 
ed by tho tijuudor.

A People Who Can Not niako Fire. 

The Papuans of tin; Maclay coast of 
Now Guinea are rcpresc^iited by tho 
Russian explorer. Dr. iSUklucho Ma- 
clay, as being in a most primitive 
stage. They aro wliolly unaccjuaiuted 
with metuls, and make thoir weapons 
of stone, bones and wood. Tlicy do not 
know how to start a lire, tiiotigh fire is 
in use among them. W'Ikui ihv traveler 
askod them how they build a lire, ihey 
could not understand his question, but 
they recardod it as very aniusing, and 
added that when a person's iiro wont 
out ho got some of a neighbor, and, if 
all the fires in a Tillage went out, thoy 
would got it from tho noxt village. 
Some oi tho natives ropreseutod that 
their latlioi's and grandfathers IkuI told 
thorn that thoy remembered a time, or 
had heard from their ancestors that there 
was a time, when fire was not known, and 
everything was oaloii raw. Tho natives 
of tho southern end of Now Guinea, 
having no iron, shave themselves now 
with a pioco of broken glass. Former- 
ly thoy shaved with flint, which they 
could sharpen quite well, and used 
with oonsiderablo dexterity.— foputor 
Science "Monthly for August.. 

IJlnuting ])apor is a recent Austrian 
invention. It is described as being un- 
sized or ordinary blotting paper, coat- 
ed with a inixturo of prusslato of pot- 
ash, oliarcoal. saltpeter, potassium, 
chlorate and wheat starcli. On its be- 
ing dried it is cut into strips which aro 
rolled out into cirtridiros.

Ne.xi 
morning boil this into jiorriilge, anil 
oat this with sugar or salt — both an; 
good - - and a Irille of milk. In go and 
llie staving power this gives a man, it 
in eiiual to half a pound of steak. A 
lioiled smoke haddock and an egg, too, 
make another line brcafast. Take the 
bones out of the hacldock and the eggs 
out of the sliidl mix together, and oat 
with a spoon- No aiiiouul of llesh food, 
in iiiodoralion, can give quite ho much 
bo lilv au[)port to a hard worker as a 
meal like this. A. boiled taiuato, too, 
is a capital relish for lirenkfast. An- 
other excf^lleiit dish is made as fidlows: 
Take two slices of toiisl, and steam 
them. I'll is makes them soft, ami ready 
fin- buttering. Then place on the toasl 
three or four sardines, put tho other 
slice of to.asl on the top, and bring to 
the table. People who can't fancy eggs 
or bacon will be charmed with this dish. 
Cut into slices with a knife, and nib- 
bled tbrotigli. It notonlv makns a man's 
internal provincobi feid comfortable, but 
m.'iy even give him a bit lietler apjietite 
for anything which may follow. A 
man's breakfast, it should be remember- 
ed, is his start for the ilay:it enables 
liini to do good work, and do it well. 
I,)iijn(!r may he left, lo take care of it- 
self, bill, wivi.'s who do iheir duty 
should take special pains with their 
liriakl'asl. If none of these receipts are 
auilabie, and if breakfast, from press 
of worker lack of time, must be swal- 
lowed hurriedly, an egg bi!aten u[i in a 
cup of cjilc-e makes a good meal, and 
can be taken afanding.

Will our e.steenied cool einporary on the 
banks of tlie Kra.ser undertake to aay that 
in all the instances ipioted tlie owners 
made a mistake in 3eUn:ting Viclcnia as 
the place for holding their respective salesl 
Or will he absert that the government 
should throw business conaidorationa ami 
principles to the winds, and be ititlueiiceil 
by sontinioiit, inawkiali aontiniout at that, 
in the matter of selling lauds whieii be- 
long to tlie whole [jrovmce/ Wo under- 
stand that a public iiuction sale of New 
Weatniinster lots will shortly be sold by 
tlie government, and we think it would be 
highly proper, if not tiuancially advan- 
tageoua, to hold that sale in the city 
wherein the lota lie. But when the sale 
comes to be a preliminary one of town 
lots at the terminus of tho Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway on Burrard Inlet the case 
is entirely ditferoiit. Tho site itself was 
not considered the most suitable placo for 
holdini7 the tirst, or preliminary sale, al 
though there ia little doubt that future 
aales will be held there, and the auction- 
eer (the chief commissioner concurring) 
decided that Victoria was, all things con- 
Nidered, tho best place to hold it. And 
we venture to think tliat unbiassed public 
opinion will be on the side of the auc- 
tioneer, although it would perhaps be too 
much to expect our New Weatminater 
contemporary to take that view. As a 
rule he does succeed in rising above local 
prejudices in dealing with provincial ques- 
tiona, but not always. 

CONCEALED WEAPONS. 

The practice of carryiiiL; concealed wea- 
pons is growing in this.jity. Time was — 
and not long ago, either — when .•\inericuii 
toughs on their way to Victoria were ac- 
customed to deposit their deadly wea- 
pons with some friendly saloon keeper at 
Port Townsend before embarkiiitr for tho 
passage across the straits. Having "done" 
Victoria and returned to Port Townsend 
they reoaived back their ''arms" and wore 
ready for "business" once more. Now, 
in this province there e.tists a very whole- 
some law which punishes a mon for carry- 
ing concealed or deadly weapons without 
a magisterial permit. Formerly that law 
was enforced with vigor. A man who con- 
travened it was imprisoned or lined and 
tho weapon confiscated. Latterly there 
has been observed growing up in this city 
a disregard or contempt for that particular 
law. Strangers no longer leave their 
shooting irons at i'ort Townsend, but 
bear them boldly into our midst ready — 
as was the case on Wednesday morning — 
to use them upon the slightest provoca- 
tion. Need it be stated that tho one groat 
cause of all the outrages that occur on the 
Sound is the practice of carrying con- 
cealed weapons/ There a man without a 
piatol or knife on his person is tho excej)- 
tion. Uero tho reverse has been the rule; 
but the dangerous habit ao universal on 
the other side is being copied hero. The 
police must be vigilant and active in deal- 
ing with this class of oSeiiders; and tho 
police magistrate should not permit con- 
siderations of previous good character to 
influence him in dealing with men wlio 
are the most dangerous persons in this or 
any other community. 

ANNEX. STlOiX OF JAMAICA. 

Nothing has been said ollicially in Can- 
ada as yet in regard to the propiisod an- 
nexation of Jamaica. Indeed, the Can- 
adian governmont has not even Ijeen 
asked, though tlie ipu^Htion is Ix-in;,' dis- 
cussed in England and the . I auiaica p ipers 
are full of the scheme. The following is 
from one of them, the Kingston Stand - 
ft'd. 

"It is the ultimate Fate of Jamaica and 
tho whole of tho West Indian archipelago, 
in reversal, so to speak, of the process oi 
physical disintegi-atiou , tu become ])i)lili- 
cally connected with the neighboring con- 
tinent. We are by no means insensible to 
tho clainia and attractions of the great re- 
public, and tliouj,'li we feel like the com- 
plaisant lover, how haiipy could we be 
with either were llm (jlher dear charmer 
away, we believe we e.xpreas the general 
Bontiinent of the community when wa say 
thot if Great Britain allows her, at pre- 
sent, illused, helpless ward lo have a vuioo 
of her own and make her choice, Jamaica 
will prefer to cast in her lot with the Do- 
minion of Caiiaila. 

"Entrnnce into the Cuiad ian confeder- 
ation would lead to a wonderful develo])- 
ment of our trade, because it would not 
only give ua a free market for our pro- 
ducts, but provide us with the means ami 
opportunities of still further exploring and 
developing our natural resources. . 
It is encouraging to know that our strug- 
gle for local ;ind self government has the 
sympathy of a great (Jaiiadian statesman 
like Sir John Macdonald. Wu appeal to the 
. generous instincts and hearty good will of 
our Canadian felkny-subjects, and ask 
them to lend their powerful uilliienco to 
tho furthoranco of the cause which has for 
its object the reatcn'atioii of a free sub - 
stantial measure of self-government to 
this ancient and loyal colony." 

WESTEllN ST A TES CROPS. 

TheMandan, Dak., Pioneer estimates 
tliut Dakota Ima loat l.'JnO.OOO bushels of 
wheat by tho summer storms or five per 
cent, of the estimated aggregate of 25,- 
p(K),000 bushels. It reckons that 4,000,- 



000 bushels will be required for home con- 
Bumption and 4,750,000 for seeding and to 
cover shrinkage and incidental losses, 
leaving 15,000,000 buabels for export. 
Tho Pioneer puts tho average price as low 
as 40 cents, so Miit the crop will yield a 
gross return of §0,000,000. If the popu- 
lation of Dakota is -1000,000 as tho papers 
claim, Manitoba with her 80,000 people 
will do much bettor than that. Canadian 
crops have not suffered appreciably by 
storms and 4,000,000 bushels or there- 
abouts will remain for e.xpurt after de- 
ducting a liberal allowance for seeding 
and home use. At 40 cents this will yield 
§1,000,000 or §20 per head of the popu- 
lation against §15 per head in Dakota. 

A BIG COUNTRY. 

Ontario will bo a big country when tlui 
decision of tho Privy Council on the 
boundary question is made law. It will 
be larger than any country in Europe ex- 
cept Russia and Austria. It will liave an 
area of 220,000 square miles, as compared 
with tho 208,000 of Germany, the 204,000 
of France, Spain's l'JO,0;!l, Italy's U:!, 040, 
and England's r>8,;i2U. And as to area 
and population as compared with the 
other provinces of Canada it will stand 
thus:

All classes and conditions of 
mon wore represented, and I have no hes- 
itation in saying that there were not less 
than hvo hundred poople present, and the 
verdict of that largo mooting was unan- 
imous ill favor of the three first resolu- 
tiens.

A. Anderson, sworn — I am a carriage 
driver for the St. Nicholas stablee; 1 rc- 
inumher Wediiestlay morning last; I saw 
the priacmer that morning; heard a shot 
while I was in bed in the atable; that shot 
woke mo up; 1 jumped out i.f bed and

Under the law 
the steamer Princess Louiao wimld be al- 
lowed to car.'y 5-10 paasongors, if tb.uro 
were no other conditiop,!'. Air, Cunning- 
ham testified that he w.as a p:i,iaeiiger on 
the steamer. lie got on board at Port 
Essington, provisions were scarce, and tho 
Chinamen rualied on board at Rivers In- 
let, lie did lint aiifl'er any inconvciiioncu 
on the [lasaage from the crowd. On the 
application of iMr.

.to a pair of dirty socks. Tho money 
amounts to nearly $10,000 for tho year, 
while tho drafts, checks, notes, etc., 
amount to $1,500,000. 

A tendency to crime manifests itself 
at a very early a<re through certain 
•'well-known characteristics," for MM. 
Lombraso and Mano havo sludiod 980 
infants, and ospecially lUO from houses 
of wfuge, and easily recognized the 
criminal type in tho proportion of 7. 4 
per conb. Tho loss of a moral sense 
was observable in -l-l per cent., nnd a 
veritable propensity to crime iu 10 per 
cent Out of twenty-nine infants Iboy 
Imve noticed, however, the disappear- 
ance of thi.^ criminal tend(!ncios partly 
through ^on-inlioritance, partly under 
the beneficial iutluenco of their sur- 
roundipgs, and j)artly because tho 
criminal passions existing at a certain 
period di.sappoar in maturity. These 
f araats should have houestlv added as 



another "partty" that the. primary 
judgment orred. 

■'During severe epidemics,'"' says tho 
Lancet, "it has been noticeable that 
the mortality has not been by any 
means greatest in the very center, so 
to say, of the disease. In the hospit- 
als u'nd among the . cholera patients 
scattered throughout the population 
medical oflicors and ni.'''ses have gone 
about doini; their duty with no greater 
mortality than that of those who have 
kept aloof. Indeed it is probable that 
a certain amount of immunity from 
disease has been enjoyed by those who 
have not feared tho dangor of infection. 
Tho great soeret of suooess in warding 
off disease is the preservation" of 
health. We mean that if, heedless of 
danger, mon Kud women do their duty 
to those around them — keeping up a 
cheerful temper and a trusty spirit, 
neither abusing the good things of life 
nor avoidiuo them; in short, living as 
all should live whotnoc^ in tho nudst of 
a healthy population or in the presence 
of nn epidemic — they havo a far bettor 
chance of escaping disease than by 
falling into a state of panic and 'hasl- 
oniug to leave.' Tho true policy is to 
kill the germs of disease on tho spot, 
whether they bo in the water or iu thu 
air."

The bulk of Central America is yet 
unsurvoyod, and as tho Spanish have 
never developed tho faculty of location 
to a great extent, and are absolutely 
incapable of judging of distances, an 
explorer is dependent upon his own 
resources for data to deiiuo his position 
from dav to day. 

The vdlage of Chahal numbers but 
six years. It had its origin in a desire 
of some of the inhabitants of Cajabon 
and San I'odro in the department of 
Vera Paz to escape from labor upon 
the coil'ee estates; so they fled to the 
wilds upon tho northern foothills of the 
!?anta Cruz mountains and made homes 
for themselves and their children. The 
Santa Cruz range of mountain,! bor- 
ders tho lako of Yzabal upon tho north. 
In a direct line the village is about 
thirty-live miles a little south of west 
from the mouth of the river Sarstoun, 
and nearly fifty miles duo west from 
Livingston. 

The town is built on six spurs of 
hills, all pointing toward "a low green 
valley," and the houses are scattered, 
with a delightful want of uniformity. 
They aro thatched cottages, with stock- 
ade sides and ends; windows would be 
useless, and therefore they have none; 
doors they have, but they are unhung — 
some of thorn in sections and some en- 
tire: to open them they aro taken away 
entirely. Thuir lloors ufu the troiiueu 
face of good mother earth, and chairs 
ditto. Yet the village and surround- 
ing valley have a population of at least 
fifteen hundred. Tlie men of Cajabon 
are easily distinguished from those 
who come from San Pedro, for their 
nothor garments are such as were 
worn by our grandfathers, endinfr at 
or above tho knee, but those from San 
Pedro wear pantaloons to the ankles. 

The women ordinarily wear the sin- 
gle robe common to the race far and 
near; that is two or three yards of 
home-made cotton cloth wound about 
the waist, with the end tucked in to 
hold it iu place. Their dressmaking is 
not expensive after the cloth is woven. 
For extra occasions they use a square 
piece of cloth with a hole cut out of 
the center to put the head through; 
this whole is embroidered with colored 
yarns, so that when it is on it extends 
the ofl'ect of tho colored be.ads, which 
are almost universally worn on the 
nock. The men use a square blanket 
of home-made cotton, but theirs is 
only thrown over their shoulders; some 
use short jackets neatly bound and 
embroidered. The jieoplo are more 
than ordinary in their looks; they aro 
muscular and healthy, evidently not 
working more than enough to keep 
thom robust. 

Four years ajjo the government found 
out that the viUago had assumed con- 
siderable proportions, and they sent 
hero a Secretary with titlo of com- 
mi'.ndmcut, and ho has since governed 
witii the aid of an Indian alcalde and a 
few assistants. 

The Secretary is the only person 
speaking Spanish iu the whole settle- 
ment. The Indians use the cachicael, 
a language in which tho consonants 
appear to be the more empliatic and 
numerous. 

T)ie tortilla of Indian corn is tho 
principal food of all the people. 
Deans are grown and eaten to some cx- 
tonL They have plenty of hogs and 
chickens, but no other domestic ani- 
mals, exco])tdogs, which are numerous. 
— (Jor. New (Jiieans Timcn-Dctnocral. 

Tlio World'H Ooyser-IlcKloiiH. 

In the number of sprinffs and notod 
geysers, tlie Yellowstone National park 
and New Zealand far exccetl Iceland, 
in which "The (ireal (uiysiu'" and 
Slrokhr aro the only two j)ronnnent, 
s])()iilers. As to the number of springs 
in New Zealand, there are no delinitu 
data, but they apjjoar to be numerous. 
In the Yellowstoue park, over tvvo 
thousand sjuings havo been enunier- 
alod and mapped, and among tlieni aro 
sovonty-ono geysers, of which tweiiLy 
are known to spout to a height of not 
less than fifty feet. Of course, in each 
of tho tl.ree countries there are hut 
springs outside of the areas as here 
indieated; and, if these are taken 
into account, tho American localities 
will exceed tho others, especially if the 
California a.id N(!vada springs aro 
counted. llowovor,leaving the latter out 
of account, wo lind,tbat in the adjacent 
country both north and south of the 
park there are springs on the same 
north and south line with the geyser- 
basins of Firohole river; and, if they 
are considered as a part of tho same 
system, tho longih of the lino of ther- 
mal activity is about 200 mile.s. 

As to tho heights to which tlie gey- 
sers throw the columns of water, thcsro 
is probably but little dilVerence between 
tho three regions, although the Yellow- 
stono park has, perhaj)s, a great num- 
ber which orupt regularly to a hoii,rht 
of one humlrod feet or more. Tho 
records of tho New Zoalaiid geyserj 
are, however, somewhat deficient as to 
tlio data on this point. — Popular Scienci 
Monthly for Atxjud. 

Public sentiment all over tho civilized 
v/orld is aijainst gambling. Not mere- 
ly in the United States are strenuous 
eQorts made to suppress it; in Eni^land 
and on tho Continent the ";ambler is be- 
ing crowded to the wall. The sup- 
pression of tho famous gambling hells 
at Monaco is at hand. Recently in 
London tho Director of tho Park Club 
and each of the managing committee 
had to pay a heavy tino for an infrac- 
tion upon tho English laws against 
gambling.
